Knit. 13 With 16" circular needle, work sts from dpns as foil: 
Inc 1 , k to marker, sm, inc 1 , k to end of needle, pm] 3 times—

ALIGNING COLOR 

Here is an easy, effective technique for beginners and 
experienced knitters alike. The colors in a variegated yc 
can produce an interesting vertical pattern. Either 
machine-dyed or hand-dyed yarns may be used, as Ion 
as the yarn has regular intervals of color. 

The exact number of stitches to work for each rounc 
determined by the color repeat length, stitch tension, a 
needle size. You may either cast on all your stitches at 
once and knit a large tube (as in the Long Bag), or star\ 
with a small circle on double-pointed needles that is 
increased round by round until the colors line up. 

In the latter method, once the colors begin to line u/ 
continue knitting around without increasing (thereby 
forming a closed-end tube) and watch the colors stack 
The size of your bag is determined by the number of 
repeats of the color pattern In each round. To make tht 
smaller bag, stop Increasing and knit straight the first 
time you see the colors line up with those of the previO' 
round. To make a larger bag, continue increasing even 
after you see the colors lining up the first time. The cok 
will move out of alignment, then when the knitting is t 
enough around for two repeats of the color pattern, th 
colors will line up again. Larger-sized tubes can be fort 
by continuing to increase until the colors line up again 

For the Long Bag, immediately cast on the number 
stitches required for the repeats to stack. This method 
may require some trial-and-error because you need to 
a few rounds before you can tell if the colors are lining 
properly. This is a bit more time<onsuming, but the 
results ore worthwhile. Once you have the color repeal 
worked out, knit the tube without increases ordecreas 
throughout your project. 

As you knit, the colors will shift a bit automatically, 
you can influence its direction by the way you knit. To 
make the stripes slant to the left, knit a few stitches me 
tightly. This may be accomplished by wrapping theya 
around your finger twice or by changing which hand 
holds the yarn for a few stitches. Then go back to your 
normal tension. To slant the colors to the right, knit mi 
loosely for a few stitches. This too may simply be a ma 
of changing which hand holds the yarn or of not wraf. 
ping the yarn around any finger for about five or ten 
stitches, and then returning to your regular tension. Ye 
will be amazed at how easily your tension can affect y 
work, and how a slight tension change for several stite 
can affect the color pattern for the following rounds, t 
fun and see what develops — each project will have its 
own unique look and color pattern

To convert inches measurements to cen- 
timeters, simply multiply the inches by 
2.5. For example, 4" x 2.5=1 0cm. 

wraps per inch 

Wind the yam around a ruler over 4”. Divide 
the number of wraps by four. Compare this 
number to the number listed in the table for 
each sweater under "wraps/inch.” If the 
numbers are close, the yam is of comparable 
compressibility. Use the life-size photo to see 
the surface texture and diameter of the yarn. 
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LONG-TAILED CAST-ON 

Make a slipknot for the initial stitch, at a 
distance from the end of the yarn (about 
1 Vi" for each stitch to be cast on). 




1 Arrange both ends of yarn in left hand as 
shown. Bring needle under front strand of 
thumb loop, up over front strand of index 
loop, catching it . . . 




2. . . and bringing it under the front of the 
thumb loop.

INVISIBLE CAST-ON 

Uses As a temporary cast-on, when access 
to the bottom loops is needed: to knit, 
graft, attach a border, or for an elastic hem. 




1 Knot working yarn to contrasting waste 
yarn. With needle in right hand, hold knot in 
right hand. Tension both strands in left 
hand; separate the strands with fingers of 
the left hand. Yarn over with working yarn in 
front of waste strand. 




2 Holding waste strand taut, pivot yarns 
and yarn over with working yarn in back of 
waste strand. 

3 Each yarn over forms a stitch. Alternate 
yarn over in front and in back of waste 
strand for required number of stitches.

CABLE CAST-ON

With RS facing and circular needle, beg at underarm and pick 
up and k62 (66, 74, 78, 80, 84) sts evenly around armhole 
edge. Work 1 rnd in k1, pi rib. Bind off in rib.n
